McNagy has issued a restraining order telling Conrail it 
must continue its commuter service between Valparaiso 
and Chicago at least until May 23 
McNagy a action Friday afternoon came only hours 
before the announced end of the service, which carries 
about IWK) passengers daily on four trains 
Conrail 
wanted to end the service as of Friday because there 
are not enough passengers to make the line profitable 
The Indiana Public Service Commission had filed suit 
to keep the commuter service running after the 
Consolidated Railways line started to renege un its 
pledge to keep the service for at least 6b days Congress 
is expected to act on a plan to modify the federal 
subsidy schedule within two months 
Conrail and the state had reached that agreement last 
week, after Conrail originally set March 24 as the final 
day of operation for the commuter service 
The commission, which has authority to decide which 
lines the state will receive state funds in order to offset 
deficits, has agreed that the state would pay an SSO.OOO a 
year subsidy under the formular that calls for the 
federal government to bear WI per cent of the deficit 
However. Conrail and the state have not agree un the 
matter of liability insurance. Conrail wants the slate to 
pick up the com of liability insurance or claims under $2 
million or over $50 million

realize that they may be eligible 
for social security disability 
payments even though their 
husbands are v/orking. ac­ 
cording to Ronald L. Talley, 
social security districl manager 
in Richmond. 
“Under the law,” Talley said, 
“a wife and her children can get 
social 
security 
disability 
payments on her work record 
regardless of her husband’s 
earnings -if she has worked 
long enough in jobs covered by 
social security. 
The 
children 
can 
get 
payments until they’re 18, or 22 
if they’re full-time students in 
school and remain unmarried A 
working wife facing a long term 
disability should get in touch 
with a social security office 
without delay to get information 
about applying for disability 
benefits,” he said. 
Social Security pays monthly 
benefits 
to eligible workers 
under 65 and their families if the 
worker is severely disabled and 
not expected to be able to do any 
substantial work for a year or 
more. Payment generally starts 
with the 6th full month of 
disability. 
To he eligible for social 


security disability payments, 
most workers need 64 years of 
work under social security with 
5 years of it in the IO years 
before they became disabled 
For workers disabled before 31, 
the requirement ranges down to 
as little as 14 years of work, 
depending on age

The area Congressman said 
C arter’s plan is expected to 
contain initiatives in several 
areas utility rate reform, solar 
heating, nuclear development, 
gas prices, home insulation, 
auto fuel efficiency, conversion 
of gas 
and 
oil 
electrical 
generators to coal and others 
“We are going to have to 
make some tough decisions,” he 
said, 
“and 
everyone should 


understand at the outset that 
inaction is not an option " 
“The danger of inadequate 
energy supply in the near future 
is very real,” he added. 
“We can argue about which 
methods of conservation and 
which means of developing new 
supplies are most effective," he 
noted, “ but 
I hope no one 
believes at this late date that the 
problem is contrived ” 
Sharp said that because the 
President ’s package is expected 
to cover most of the energy 
issues facing the country, it may 
take months for Congress to 
complete work (Mi it. 
“I imagine that we will have 
rough going,” he stated, “in 
eluding battles over some 
specific concerns that are very 
important to different regions 
and interest groups ” 
“ It is important that 
the 
concerns of these people be 


seriously 
considered," 
he 
emphasized, “and 
the 
local 
orientations of Congress mav 
make us more inclined to do 
this, but we cannot afford a 
policy with a loophole for every 
vocal or powerful interest.” 
“When we are through," he 
concluded, “I hope we will have 
Hie first truly compreftensive 
national energy policy.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Carter wants to 
end the nuclear arms race and to set the superpowers 
on a course to wipe all the doomsday weapons off the 
face of the earth. 
Rut his first attempts to persuade the Soviets that 
there is a better way than the balance of terror are 
being written off as a failure by oldline diplomats 
In the twos. Russian leaders repeatedly called for 
general and complete disarmament '* But those were 
the days of clear American nuclear superiority 
President Richard Nixon changed the strategy at the 
start of his administration from ‘'superiority'* to 
"sufficiency.** Since then. U S.-Soviet negotiations for 
offensive nuclear arms limitation have centered on 
parity, if such a thing is possible 
Rut now. Carter has introduced a new element — 
reduction 
of 
the 
arsenals 
and a 
retreat 
from 
development of even more sophisticated missiles and 
first-strike capabilities He is trying to put a cap on the 
arms competition before the technological explosion 
makes that an unpossibility 
Kremlinologists and the pundits are critical of 
Carter’s package of proposals, but even more so of his 
approach to the Soviets They say that kid gloves and 
greater secrecy would have been more appropriate, that 
the Politburo should not have been caught off guard by 
dramatic new proposals, that Carter has naively put the 
Russians on the defensive 
Hts critics also say Carter has clouded the carefully 
nurtured atmosphere of detente by sending Secretary at 
State Cyrus Vance to Moscow with radically new 
proposals, and no advance warnings 
Carter's diplomatic advisers see it differently They 
say that since the election, Carter has signaled his 
intention to seek more far reaching goats in arms 
control than his predecessors Furthermore they say 
Carter does not view the Vance mission as a bust 
‘Jimmy is a patient guy who thinks of the king haul. 
said one aide "He doesn't mind one step backward to 
take two steps forward He's looking to long range goals 
It s his and the secretary's belief that there will be an 
agreement ...** 
Both Vance and National Security Affairs Adviser 
Zbigniew Brzezinskt insist they did not expect Soviet 
I .comd I. Brezhnev to immediately embrace Carter's 
desire "to go beyond established arms ceilings to actual 
reductions " But there is no question that the Soviet 
tirade that followed gave the American leadership some

Business Today 
Shows Reluctance

NEW YORK (DPD — Not all American 
executives believe in the maxim “Move up

simultaneously, reports Ruby L 
Letsch, 
president of National Personnel Associates 
of Grand Rapids, Mich 
She said her firm has found recruiting 
executive and top grade technical people 
much harder recently than in the past 
A measure of agreement was expressed 
by John D Arnold of Applied Synergetics, 
Inc., Waltham, Mass, who said “passed 
over” executives often are not eager to 
leave the company and may in fact be 
unwise to do so 
Ms Letsch said her firm is part of a 
network of personnel firms with 172 offices - 
in 131 cities and virtually all of these offices 
report executives are more cautious about 
changing firms right now than at any time 
in the recent past She said this is forcing 
employers to go to considerable lengths to 
recruit desirable people Some employers, 
she said, are staggered by the difficulties 
they 
and 
professional 
recruiters 
a r e 
encountering 
"It takes at least a 15 per cent salary 
increase to make an executive transfer at 
present,” she said, “and if the man’s wife is 
employed, the recruiter simply has to find a 
job for her in the new location before a final 
decision is reached “ 
It has become standard practice to fly the 
prospective employe and his wife to look 
over the new community, Ms Letsch said. 
"Ifs also necessary to pay the cost of 
selling the old home and pay a temporary 
living allowance Som etim es it's necessary 
to do a lot more Due executive lost a 


month’s vacation by changing firms and the 
new employer had to make that up by giving 
him a month s vacation early.” 
Another company had to provide hospital 
care for the recruited executive’s invalid 
child to get him to move on and up 
George W Poole, president of National 
Employment Service of Raleigh, N C., says 
this reluctance to move on — or up - is a 
reflex of the recession ” Executives who 
survived the recession have b e c o m e 
extremely cautious and no longer subscribe 
lo the move-on theories propagated by 
recruiters and university business schools in 
the 1950s and 1960s Executive wives tend to 
be even more conservative and security 
conscious than their husbands ” Poole thinks 
this reluctance to change jobs may diminish 
as the national economic recovery advances 
Ms 
Letsch says ifs vital to “start 
working on the wife from the start If I 
remain stuck with a negative wife, I won't 
make the placement.”

personnel recruiter, says many employers 
are amazed by the present situation and act

issue of a new consumer oriented newsletter 
distributed by hi* association. 
The newsletter was the opening gtm Mi an 
effort by (he caffle industry group lo head 
off the potential consumer backlash by 
arguing the cattlemans cate b e f o r e 
substantial price increases show up on 
supermarket meat counters 
ANCA officials said the newsletter, which

Finds No Thrill

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - David Levy of 
Scotland took just over 3'* hours Friday to 
defeat the world’s fastest computer in the 
first che** match between an international 
master and a computer 
“There was no real thrill in winning in Hu­ 
man over machine sense,” said Levy, who in 
1976 lost to former world champion Bons 
Spassky 
of 
Russia. 
“I 
expected 
the 
computer to put up a tougher fight and use 
better tactics.” 
The victory at Carnegie Mellon University 
against a Cyber-176 computer, built by 
Control DAta of Minneapolis, kept alive 
Levy’s hopes lo win about 
12,100 in 
computer chess next year. 
In 1968, Levy bet four computer scientists 
12,100 that no computer could beat him 
within the next IO years 
The match at CMU was the first such 
contest. 
The speed of the computer is vital in a 
chess match, said Dr. David Cahiander of 
Control Data There are only a limited 
number of theories in chess, and the number 
of moves a player can consider in a timed 
match are crucial. 


For instance, the computer defeated Levy 
in a five-minute “lightning” reconciliation 
game 
While 
acknowledging 
the 
computer’* 
speed. Levy says it lacks tactical ability. 
“A reason I let the computer move first in 
the match was so it could make a tactical 
error,” he said 
The computer made a crucial mistake on 
the 26th move and conceded defeat after the 
42nd move. 
“Not only do I know what I’m doing, I 
I understand what I'm doing," L evy said af­ 
ter the win “The computer knows what ifs 
doing but doesn’t understand it. After 
getting 
the advantage, 
I 
just 
played 
carefully lf you do nothing, the computer 
doesn't know how to fight it.” 
The 
Cyber-176, p r o g r a m m e d by 
researchers at Northwestern University, 
earlier won 
two 
of three tournaments 
against humans, including a first place in 
the Minnesota Open. Its performance won it 
a U S Chess Federation expert rating of 
2070 
In comparison, Levy has a 2375 and Bobby 
Fischer holds a 2800 rating

ANN ARBOR, Mich (UPI) — An annual 
spring rite of drinking, dancing and dope 
among University of Michigan students has 
come under fire because of participation by 
high school and grade school children. 
Students were to gather today for tlieir 
annual "hash bash” — a pot-smoking, beer- 
drinking welcome to spring that has become 
a tradition in recent years. 
But University and city officials were 
hoping ifs the last time around for that 
particular rite 
Police said it has been 
attracting younger teens every year School 
spokesmen call it "disruptive." 
City officials promised strict enforcement 
of local ordinances governing parking, 
public nuisance, drinking and loitering in an 
effort to "dissaude" spring fever sufferers 
from staging the “hash bash,” university 
spokesman Joel Berger said. 


"The main concern is that when this thing 
has happened in the past it has attracted 
more and more people from outside the 
campus and they have been younger and 
younger,” Berger said 
“University and city officials are united in 
their determination to dissuade individuals 
from detracting from the university’s main 
concern — education — and the city’s • 
normal activity,” he said. 
The public pot-smoking extravaganza 
gained notoriety in 1972 when possession of 
marijuana was reduced to a misdemeanor in 
Michigan. Since 1973, when an even more 
liberal local ordinance was adopted, dope 
takers who gather here each year have had 
nothing more to fear than a possible $5 fine 
An estimated 5,000 persons showed up for 
the festivities last year, many of them
